To ' perpetuate the memory of this famous victory, which the 
French had boaſted of as ſuperior to any thing of the kind recorded 
in hiſtory, Mr. Dupleix, near the place where the maſſacre was 
committed, cauſed a town to be built, called Dupleix * Fateabat, 
and to record the ſhare the French had in it, a pillar now lies at 
Pondichery, deſigned to be erected it the market place, with a 
pompous Latin inſcription, giving an account of the engagement, 
and the French valour. Unluckily future ages will not be the wiſer

Though there was no appearance of ſcarcity, captain Dalton 
thought it neceſſary to know the real quantity in ſtore; and mak- 
ing an examination, to his great ſurprize, it appeared there was on- 
y ſufficient for three weeks, and no hope of a ſupply from the ooun· 
try, a party lately ſent into Tendeman diſtricts not being able to 
get any, or even to return. He immediately diſpatched a meſſenger 
with an account of his ſituation, who reached me late at night, 
the 20th of April, at Trivedy. Aſtoniſhed at this intelligence, W 
faw the neceſſity of an immediate march to Trichinopoly, which 
we begun the 22d inſtant in the mornin 72 leaving captain Chaſe 
with 1 50 Europeans and go ſepoys for the defence Pp; Trivedy ; 
and as I intended paſſing through the Tanjore country, letters were 
1 by the Nabob and me to the King, acquainting him with 
our march, and inviting him to join us on our approach, to his ca- 
pital. Though we proceeded as expeditiouſly as poſſible, we were 
- obliged to halt every third or fourth day, on account of the hot — 
winds, which were fo powerful at this ſeaſon, that notwithſtanding 43 
all our care, our little army was greatly diminiſhed. We marched 'Y 
by Chillambrum, a ſtrong Pagoda, in which we had a ſerjeant, and 
a few gunners. A place of ſo much conſequence for preſerving our 
communication by land between St. David's and the Tanjore coun- 
try, ſhould have been reinforced ;-inſtead of that, our men were 
withdrawn, and it fell into the - enemy's hands ſoon after our de- 
parture. On our entering the Tanjore country, the King ſent his 
cime miniſter Succogee, to compliment the Nabob and his allies. 
He received our force, and promiſed very fairly on the part of his maſ- 
ter, to whom he ſoon returned. We purſued our march to Condore

We had even left our tents behind, and took only with us what

Me doubt not but you have ſupplied this want, and put it in the power of your ſuperi- 
_ ors. to communicate, if they think proper, to ours, this laſt writing; of which we could 
give them but a flight knowledge. We did all in our power to fulfil what you recom- 
mended to us on this point; we are now going to reply a little more leiſure to the ho- 
nour you have done us in prolonging our commiſſion as deputies of our nation. 
We ſhall begin, ſir, with cantefling to you that being at Pondichery, we at the ut- 
molt only flattered ourſelves, that you would honour us with an anſwer on the ſubject 
of our priſoners at Frichinapoly, whoſe miſerable ſituation induced us to intercede with 
you for them, before our departure from Sadraſs: it was no longer their liberty that 
we demanded, only the preſervation of their lives; and we acted in this, leſs as depu- 
ties than as members of of the French nation. We were therefore doubly ſurpriſed at 
the reading of your letter; firſt at your leaving us in the dark about the ſucceſs of our 
requeſt, and then at your pleaſing to continue with us the diſcuſſion of what had been 
treated in the conferences at Sadraſs. With regard to this laſt point, we have requeſted 
of our governor to give bis conſent to our entering on one more act af our paſt dig- 
nity ; and we made him ſenſible of our reaſons, among which give us leave to remark to 
you the deſire we have of juſtifying ourſelves, in your opinion, Sir, and in the opinion 
of all that may read your writing, from the reproaches you have there thrown. on us. 
We deſire no more than the ſtricteſt juſtice. OT e e e 
The firſt reproach is, ia have been wanting in reſpec? and regard towards your com- 
miſſaries, im making them wait at Sadraſs. We might complain, Sir, that you put us 
to this neceſſity by not ſending us the neceſſary paſſports. Their delay indeed was 
lucky for us; for if we had received them a fortnight ſooner, we ſhould have run a 
ziſque of meeting with ſome misfortune on the road, which, as it was, we did not 
paſs without danger from the quantity of water. we yet fung. „ 
If you would pleaſe to acknowledge on the ſide of the French commiſſaries, an equal 
right to complain of want of regard and reſpect, you would find them better founded. 
This does not point at the perſonal behaviour of your commiſſaries, at which we can- 
not but expreſs our ſatisfation, but at the manner in which they were obliged to act 
with us. When we produced our titles, the very next day after our arrival, the 22d of

the Saracens, on this occafion. There happened a conteſt before him about a. debt of 
money: the Creditor had from his Debtor a bill, wherein he acknowledged the debt, 
and obliged himſelf to pay it on ſuch a day of ſuch a month. The day and the month 
being paſs'd; the Creditor ſues his Debtor before Omar for the money. The Debtor 
acknowledged the debt, but denied the. day of payment to be yet come, alledging the 
month in the bill mentioned, to be that month in the year next enſuing ; but the -Cre- 
ditor contended that it was that month in the year Jaſt paſt ;. and for want of a date tao 


the bill, it being impoſſible to decide this controverſy, Omar called his council together, 


to conſider of a method hoy to prevent this difficulty for the future; where it was de- 
creed, that all bills and other inſtruments ſhould ever after have inſerted into them the 
date both of the day, of the month, and alſo of the year, in which they were ſigned. 


And as to the Year, he having conſulted with Harmuzan,. a learned Perſian then with 


him, by his advice, ordained all computations to be made for the future from the Flight 
of Mahomet from Mecca to Medina, And for this reaſon this Ara was called the He- 


ira, which in the Arabick Language ſignifieth a Flight. It takes its beginning from the 


ixteenth day of July, in the year of our Lord Six hundred twenty. and two. And ever 


ſince this decree of Omar (which happened in the eighteenth year of it) it hath con- 


ſtantly been uſed among the Mahometans, in the fame manner as the computation from 
the incarnation of our Lord Chriſt is with 'us Chriſtians. The day that Mahomet left 
Mecca, was on the firſt of the Former Rabia, and he came to Medina on the twelfth. 
of the ſame month. But the Hegira begins two months before, from the firſt of Mo- 
harram. For that being the firſt month of the Arabian Year, Omar would make no. 
alteration as to that, but anticipated the computation fifty-nine days, that he might be- 
gin his Ara from the beginning of that year in which this Flight of the Impoſtor hap- 
pened, which gave name thereto, Till the appointing of this Ara, it was uſual with: 
the Arabians to compute from the laſt great war they were engaged in. | 


The Hegira being that, which all of the Malionietan Religion have, ever ſince the 
conſtitution of Omar, computed by; the ſubject matter of the Hiſtory which I now 
write obligeth me henceforth to make uſe of this Era through the remaining part of it. 
But becauſe it computeth by Lunary Years only, and not by Solary, it is requiſite that I 


here inform the reader of the nature of thoſe years, and the manner how the Hegira. 
computeth by them. Anciently the Arabs, although they always uſed Lunary Years, yet 


by intercalating ſeven months in nineteen years, in the manner as do the Jews, reduced. 
them to Solary Years ; and conſequently had their months always fixed to the ſame 
| ſeaſon of the year. But this growing out of uſe about the time of Mahomet, their 
year hath ever ſince been ſtrictly Lunary, conſiſting only of three hundred fifty-four 
days, eight hours, and forty-eight minutes, which odd hours and minutes in thirty years 
making eleven days exactly, they intercalate a day on the 2d, 5th, 7th, 10th, I 3th, 1 5th, 
18th, 21ſt, 24th, 26th, and 29th years of this Period; So that their year, in thoſe 
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rs of this- 00'S conſis of three hundred fifty-five days, by reaſon of the interca- 
5 day, which they then add to the laſt month of the year. And this year all that pro- 
feſs the Mahometan Religion have ever made uſe of; and there is a paſſage 1 in the Al- 
coran whereby they are confined to it. For the Impoſtor there calls it an Impiety to 
prolong the Year, that is, by adding an Intercalary Month thereto. So that according 
to this account, the Mahometan Year falling eleven days ſhort of the Solary ; it hence 
comes to paſs, that the beginning of the year of the Hegira is unfixed and ambulatory

method of fortifying, the moſt ſimple works would have ren- 


dered it a fortreſs of conſiderable ſtrength: for the eaſt, and above 
half the north ſide, is covered by a large tank, ſufficiently deep to 


prevent any attack thereon: the weſt of the other half of the north 
fide is covered by a low ſwampey ground, ſown-with paddy, and 
ſeparated from the tank by a dam about thirty feet wide ; over which 
lays the road from Madraſs. On theſe fides it appears, from the pre- 
ceding deſcription, almoſt impracticable to reach Chengalaput in an 
hoſtile manner; and was the ſouth equally ſecure, it might in this 
country be deemed impregnable; but there nature has changed her 
aſpect, and, from the tank to the paddy fields, preſents high ground, 
favourable to the approach of an enemy.—Here, then, art muſt 
ſupply the defect; and, indeed, the perſon who fortified the place 
ſcems ſo thoroughly to have comprehended the advantages and diſ- 
advantages of this fituation, that according to the method of forti- 
fying practiſed by the natives of the country, he has made his works 
proportionally ſtrong. Theſe works, on the ſouth, conſiſt of a deep 
wet ditch, a ſmall falſe bray, then a ſtone wall, elevated about 
eighteen 8 above the water, with round or ſquare towers on and 
between the angles: after this, another deep wet ditch (except juſt

The French 
chen |being-reſolyed to attack it, Will no doubt collect their force: 
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ſtrands of rope of the dooleys which they had carried us in, as they 
happened to be loft within the bounds of our liberty. And in a 
few days we got ſo many pieces, as when knotted together made 
ſeven fathoms and an half. After ſome conſultation we reſolved to 
undermine the foundation of the dungeon at the fartheſt part from 
the guards, and on the twenty-ſeventh of May began to work. On 
the firſt of June we came to the foundation, being ſix feet deep; 
and the wall thirty inches through. In two days days time we had 
worked upwards on the other fide fo far, that the light began to ap- 
pear through the ſurface, fo that we let every thing remain till night. 
At ſeven it beginning to grow dark, they put us into the dungeon as 
uſual; and ſoon after, we worked ourſelves quite out, and. without 
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leſs than half an hour, had all.crofſed. the moat, though very deep —— 

and wide. We, travelled all night we judged about ſixteen; miles, 

and in the F time, hid; ourſelves among the buſhes : the ſecond 

night we travelled as before to the 8. E. and day coming on, we con- 

cealed ourſelves among ſome ruſhes. About three in the afternoon 

we were di covered, high obliged, us to go on, but we were not 

moleſted. We proceeded till about midni oht, and then ſlept till the 
dawning of the day. I now had a very ſtrong. feyer on me, and 

was extremely weak for want of ſomething to eat. This day, being 

the third, we agreed to travel till noon, and plunder the firſt ſingle 

houſe we could meet with. But providence was more favourable to 

us than we expected; for about ten o'clock we! met a Cooley, who! 

told us he would ſhew us to Carikal, which was a ſettlement belong 

ing to the French. We thanked. the Almighty for this joyful news, 

and pladly, accepted the offer. About noon. we arrived there, and. 

were received with great humanity and kindneſs, but my fever was 

not at all abated. The next morning the Governor ſent to Mr. 
oſcawen, to let him know we were there, and by the return of the 

meſſenger the Admiral deſired we might be furniſhed with what 

money we wanted. In twelve days time we found ourſelves well 

recoyered, and went to Trinkabar, a place belonging to the Danes, 

where we ſtayed three days, and then got a paſſage to fort St David's, 

wheire I arrived with my two ſhipmates (the deſerter having left us at 

Carkal) the twenty- third of June, and immediately waited : on our 
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
